Am now upon point of ſhaking hands with 7:a/y; for 
Iam com to Txrin , having already ſeen Vemcethe 
rich, Padova the learned, Bologna the fat, Rome the holy, 
Naples the gentle,Genoa the proud, Florexce the fair,and 
Milanthe great; from this laſt, I came hither , andin 
that City alſo appears theGrandexr of Spains Monarchy 
very mach : The Governour of Milan is alwayes 
Captain Generall of the Cavalry to the King of Spais 
thorowout 7ra/y : The Dnke of Feria is now Gover- 
nour,and beipg brought to kifſe his hands , he us'd me 
with extraordinary reſpeR, as he doth all of our Nati- 
on,being by the maternall ſide a Dormer. The Spaniard 
entertains there alſo 3000 Foot, 1 coo Light-Horſe,and 
600 men at Arms in perpetuall pay;ſo that I beleeve the 
benefit of that Dutchy alſo, though ſeated in the richeſt 
Soyl of 7raly, hardly countervails the charge. Three 
thingsare admir'd in 245/an, the Dome or great Church 
(built all of white Marble, within and without)the Hoſ- 
pitall,and the Caſtle,by which the Cittadell of Antwerp 
wastrac'd , and is the beſt condition'd Fortrefſeof 
Chriſtendom : Though Nova Palma a late Fortrefle 
of the Venetian would go beyond it, which is built ac- 
cording to the exat Rules of the moſt modern Engin- 
ry,being of a round form with nine Baſtions,and a ſtreet

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The Duke of Savoy , though he paſſe for one of the 
Princes of 1taly , yet the leaſt part of his Territories lie 
there,being ſquander'd up and down amongſt the Alps;

This Duke of Savey Emanuel, is accounted tobe of 
the ancient"{ and pureſt extraRtion of any Prince in Ex- 
rop,and his Knights alſo of the eLawnciade,to be one of 
the ancient*{t Orders; though this preſent Duke be little 
in Stature,yet is he of a lofty ſpirir, and one of the beſt

one lay, T hat when the confu fron of towngs happen'd at the 
builting of the Tower of Babel, if the Italian had bix there, 
Nimrod had mnade him a Playſterer. They arc gene- 
rally indulgent of themſelves , and great embracers of 
pleaſure , which may proceed from the luſcions rich 
Wines,and laxurious Food, Fruits,and Roots, wherwith 


che Countrey abounds, Infomuch,that in ſom places, Na- 
ture 
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ture may be ſaid to be Lena ſus, A Bard to her ſelf. The 
Cardinal de Xedici's Rule,is of much authority amongſt 
them, That ther is no Religion nuder the Navill. And 
ſom of them are of the opinion of the Apans, who hold, 
that touching thoſe naturall paſſions, deſires, and moti. 
ons,which run up and down in the bloud,God Almigh- 
ty and his Handmaid Natare,did not intend they ſhould 
be a torment to us, but to be us'd with comfort and de- 
light. To conclude, in 7taly, ther be Virtmtes magne, 
nec minora Vitia, Great vertnes, and no leſſe vices.

J Ar now got ore the A/ps,and retnrn'd to France ; I 

had croſs'd and clammer'd up the Pyreneans to Span 
before,they are not ſo high and hideous as the eL/ps;but 
for our Monntains in Wales as Eppint and Penwinmaxr, 
which are ſo much cry'd up among{t us,they are Mole 
hills in compariſon of theſe, they are but Pigmeys come 
par'd to Giants,but bliſters compar'd to Impoſtumer, or 
Pimples to Werts : Beſides, our Monntains in Wales 
bear always ſomthing uſefull to man or beaſt, ſom graſs 
at leaſt ; but theſe uncouth kuge monſtrous excreſcences 
of Nature, bear nothing ( moſt of them ) but craggy 
Stones: The tops of ſom of them are blanch'd ever all 
the yeer long with Snows, and the people who dwell in 
the Valleys drinking,for want of other, this Syow=-water, 
are ſubje& to a ſtrange ſwelling in the Throat , ealled 
Goytre,which is common amongR them, As I ſcal'd the 
Alps, my thoughts refleted upon Hannibal, who with 
Vinegar & Strong-Waters,did cat out a paſſage through 
thoſe Hills, bur of late yeers they have found a ſpeedict 
way todo it by Gun- Powder. 

Being at Twrin, I was by ſom diſaſter brought to an 
extreme low ebb in money, ſo that I was fore'd to foot 
it along with ſom P;/grims,and with gentle pace and ca- 
fie journeys , toclime up thoſe Hills till I came to this 


Town of Zisns,where a Countrey man of ours, one Mr. 
Ws ie Lewis 
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Lewis, whom I knew in Alicaxt lives Fatour, ſo that 
now I want not any thing for my accommodation. 

This is a ſtately rich Town,and a renowned Mart for 
the Silks of 7taly,and other Levantin commodities, and 
2 great bank for mony , and indeed the greateſt of 
France. Before this Bank was founded, which was by 
Hevry the firſt, France had but little Gold and' Silver, 
inſomuch, that we read how King 7ohn their Captive 
King , could not in four yeers,- raife ſixty thouſand 
Crowns to pay his Ranſome to our King Edward ; 
And Saint Lewis was in the fame caſe when he was pri- 
ſoner in Egypt , wher he had left the Sacrament for a 
gage > But after this Bank was creed, it fill'd France 
full of money z They of Luca, Florexce, and Genos, 
with theYenertian,got quickly over the Hils,and brought 
their moneys hither to get twelve inthe hundred profit, 
which was the intercſt at firſt, thoughit be now much 
lower, 

In this great Mercantil Town, ther be two deep na- 
vigable Rivers, the Rhone and the Sore, the one hath a 
ſwift rapid cours,the other flow and ſmooth : Ard one 
day asT walk'd upon their Banks,and obſerved fo much 
difference in their cours, I fell intoa contemplation of 
che humors of the French and Spaniard, how they mighe 
be not improperly compar'd to theſe Rivers; the French 
to the ſwift,the Spaniard to the ſlow River. 

I ſhall write you no more Letters untill I preſeht my 
ſelf unto you for a ſpeaking Letter, which I ſhall do as

them, Having thus made fure work with the eng they made 
young Count Maurice their Goyernor, who tor five and twenty 
years togerher held rack with the Spaniard, and during thoſe tra- 
verſes of war was very fortunar : an overture of Peace was then 
propounded, which the States would nor hearken unto ſingly with 
the King of Spain, unlefſe the Provinces thar yer remelnd under 
him would engage themfelts for performance of what was Articled, 
delides they would not crear eirher of Veace or Truce , unleſs chey 
were declar'd free States, all which was granted , fo by the incer- 
yeation of the Engliſh and French Ambaſſadors, a Truce was con» 
cluded tor 12 years. , . 

Theſe wars did fo drain and diſcommadar the King of ..Spain, by 
reaſon of his diſtance (eyery Soldier that be fent cither from Spain 
or Ugh, coſting him gere upon a hundred crowns before he could 
de rendred in Flanders,) that notwithſtanding his mines of Mexice 
and Pers, ir plung'd him fo deeply indebr, rhat having taken up 
moneys in all the.chiefbanks of Chriſtendom he was force to 
liſh a p;plomes wherein he diſpeas'd with himſelf (as the Holland 
Story hack ic } from payment , alleging that he had employed 
thoſe moneys for the public Peace of Chriſtendom : this broak wa« 
ny lang Banquers, and they ſay his credit was not currens in Se- 
vilt or Lizhon his own Towns { atzd which was worſe, while be 
Rood wraſtling ths with his ewn SubſeRs, the Twhe took his op- 
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portuniy to get from him Twzis and the Goletta the Fropheys of 
Charles the fift his Farher. So eager he was in this quarrel! char he 
imployd the urmoſt of his ts. and induſtry to reduce this peo« 
pleto bis will, in regard he had an intent to make theſe Provinces his 
main Randevous and Magazin of men of war, which his neigh- 
bors perceiving, and thit he had akind of aymrts be Weſtern Mu: 
narch, being led not ſo much for love asreaſons of Stare, they 

Kuck cloſe rothe revolted Provinces, and this was the bone that 3@. 
cretary Walſingham told Queen Eliqabeth, he would caſt the King 
of Span thar honld lat him 20 years, and perhaps make hus tee 
ſhake in his head. F 

Bur to- return ro my firſt diſcours whence this digrefſion hath 

Tnatchd me, The Netherlands who had bin formerly knit and con» 
centred mnder one Soverain Prince, were thus diſmembred ; And 
as my ſubiſt now, They are a State and a Proviuce : The Þr6. 
VIne aving ten of the x7, at leaſt, is far greater, more populous, 
better ſozld, and more ſtor'd with Gentry, The State is the rich» 
er and ftronger, the one procceding frem their vaſt Navigation 
and Commerce, the other from the qualitic of their Countrey, be- 
ing defenſible by Rivers and Sluces, by meanes wherof they can 
ſuddenly reminks all the whole Councrey, wirnes thar ſtuyen- 
dious liege of Leyden and Haerlam, for moſt of their Towns the 
marks being” taken away are inacceſſible by reaſon of ſheltsot 
fands, Touching the tranſaRion of theſe Provinces which the King 
of Spaine made as a dowry to the Archduke Albertus, upon matris 
ape with the Infanta (who therupon leſt his red Hat, and Toleds 
Miter the chieteſt ſpiricuall Dignity in Chriſtendom tor revenue 
after the Papacy) it was fringd with ſuch caurtelous reſtraints, 
that he was ſuce to keep the better end of the ſtaff Nil} ro himſelf; 
tor be wasto have the tutele and ward of his children, that they 
were to marry with one of the Auſtriax Family recommended by 
Spain, and in default of iflue, and incaſe A4lbertus ſhould ſurvive 
the Infanta, he ſhould be bur Governor only : Add hereuno that 
King Philip reſery'd till re himſelfallthe Cirradells and Caftles, 
with rhe order of the golden Fleece, wherof he is Maſter, as hes 
Duke of Burgundy, * 

The Archduks for rhe time hath a very princely command, all 
Coyns dear kis ſtamp, all Placarts or EdiQts are publiſhd-in his 
name, he hath the cleRion of all civill Officers, and Magiftrats;

Ther are two ſupreme Counſells, rhe Privy Counſell , and that of 
the Szatey - this treats of confederations and intelligence with tor- 
ren Princes,of Peace and War,of entertaining or of diſmiſling C0- 
lonells and Captains, of Fortifications, and they have the ſurinren- 
dency of the higheſt affairs that concern the Prince and the policy 
of rhe Provinces, The'priyat bath the granting of all Patencs and 
Requeſts, the publiſhing of all Edits and Proclamations, the 
priling of Coin, thedeoking to the confines and extent of the P70» 
viaces , and the enaQing of all new Ordinances, Of theſe two 
Counſellsrher is never a Spaniard , bur in the aQuall Counſell of 
War their yoices are predominanc ; Ther is alſo a Court of Finan- 
ces or Exchequer, whence all they that have tte fingring of the 
Kings money , muſt draw a diſcharge, Touching matters of Jus 
ſice, their Law is mixt between Civill and common with ſome clau- 
ſes of Canonicall ; The high Court of Parliament. is at Malize, 
whither all Civill Cauſes may be brought by appeal from other" 
Towns, except ſom that have municipall Privileges , and arc 
ſorerain in heir owne jurisdiftions , as Mons in Hemalt, and a 
few more. 

The prime Province for dignity is Brabant, which amongſt many 
other piavileges ir enjoyeth , hath this for one , nor ts appear 
upon any ſummons our of its owne precin, which is one of 
the reaſons why the Prince makes his reſidence there ; but the 

ime for exrent and fame is Flanders the chiefeſt Earldom in Chri- 

endom, which is three dayes journey jn length ; 'Gbent, its Me- 
tropdfis, is reputed the greateſt crown of Europe, whence aroſe the 
Proverb, Les flamen tient un gan, qui tiendrd Paris dedans. But the 
deauritulleſt, richeſt, ſtrongeſt, and moſt privileg'd City is Ant- 
werp in B-abant, being the AMarquiſat of the holy Egpire , and 
drawing *nere to the nature of a Hans Town, tor the payes the 
Prince no other Tax bur the Impoſt. Before thy diſſociation of the 
ſerenceen Provinces, this Town was one of the greateſt Marts of 
Europe, and greateſt bank this ſide the Alpes, moſt Princes having 
their FaRors hereto take up, or let out —_— and here oyr Gre- 
ſham gox all his wealth, and builc our Royall Exchange by modell 
of that here. The Merchandiſe was brought hither from Germany, 


France and Italy by Land , and from England, Spain, and the Hans

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towns bY Sea, was eftimated ar above twenry Millions of Crowns 
uy 3 bur as noviolem thing is long laſting, and as vis fatal}, 
to all Kingdomes, Sraves, Towns and Languages to have their pes 
riod, ſo this renown'd Mart hath ſuffer'd a ſhrewd eclipſe , yer ny 
utter downfall , the Exchange of the _ Spams money 
ſome ſmall land trafic, keeping ill life in her, though nothing © 
full of vigor as it was, Therfore there is no rown under the Arch. 
duke where the Starcs have more concral'd friends than in 4 
who would willingly make themher Maſters in hope to recover her 
former cammerce which after the laſt rwelve years truce began to 
revive a litele, the States permitting to paſſe by Lills's ſconce whidh 
c6mands the river ot Shel and lyeth in the reethof the Town ſor 
ſmall crof{-ſaild ſhips to paſſe hither : There 4s no place hath been 
more paflive than this , and more often pillag'd ; amongſt orher 
times ſhe was once plunder'd moſt miſerably by the Spaniards uns 
der the conidu&® of a Prieſt, immediatly upon Don Fobn of 4s 
_ death, ſhe had then her Stat-honſe burn'd , which had coſt 8 

years before above rwenty thouſand Crowns the building, and 
the ſpoils that were carried away thence amoufited to forty Tum 
gold : Thus ſhe was reduc'd not only to poverty, bar a kind of 
captiviry, being commanded by a Ciradell, which the preferr'd bes 
fore a Garriſon ; rhis made the Merchant retire and ſeek a more 
free Randevous, ſom in Zelend,ſom in Helland,ſpecially in Amſter« 
dam Which roſe upon the fall of this Town, as Lijsbon did from Vt 
wice upon the diſcovery of the Cape of good Hope, though Venice be 
not nere ſo much creſttall'a.” 

I will gow fteer my diſcours to the unired Provinces as they remn 
themſelves, which are fix in number, viz, Holand, Zeland, +a 
han, ok Gronnizghen and Utrecht, three parts of Gilderland , a 
ſore Frontire Towns and places of contribution in Brabay and 
Flanders : In all cheſe ther is no innovation at all introduc'd, not- 
withſtanding this great change in point of Government, except 
that the _ of States repreſents the Duke or Earl jn cimes 
paſs'd, which College conſiſts of the chicteſt Genrry of he Coun» 
rey, ſurintendants of Towns, and the principall Mapiſtrates : Ev 
very Province and-great Town chooſe yearly certain Depuries , © 
whom they give plenary power|ro deliberar with the other States 
of all affairs couching the public welfare of rhe whole Provinse,and 
whar they vote ſtands for Law. Theſe being afſembled conſulr of 
all marrers of State, Juſtice and War, the Advocat who is prime 
in the Aſſembly propounds the buſines , and after colle&s rhe ſuf- 
ftages, firſt of the P/ovinces, then of the Towns, which being par - 
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frm he delivers in pregnant and moving fpeeches, andin caſe 


ther be a di and reluRancy of opiniofs , he labors to 
accord and reconcile them , concluding alwayes with the major 


es, 
"Touching the adminiſtration of Juſtice, the Prefidenr, who is 
monthly chang'd, with che great Counſell have the ſupreme. ju- 
dicature , from whoſe Decrces ther's no appeal , bur a revi—fion, 
aad chen ſom of the choyceſt Lawyers amongſt chem are appoin- 
ted, 

For their Opidan Government they have variety of Officers, a 
$cour, Bourgmaſters, a Balue, and Yreetſclappens ; The Scout is 
choſen by the Stares, who with the Balues have the judging of all 
criminall marrers in laſt reſort without appeal , they have allo the 
derermining of Civill Cauſes, bur thoſe! are appralable co the 
Hague, Touching their chieſeſt Governor ( or Generall rather 
new) having made proof of the Spaniard, German, French and Eng- 
liſh, and agreeing with none of them, rhey ligincd ac laſt _ 2 
man of their own mould Prince Maurice now their Generall , in 
whom concurr'd divers parts ſuitable to ſuch a charge having been 
train'd upin the wars by his Father , who with three of his Hacles 
andgſivers of his kindred, ſacrific'd their lives in the States quat=- 
rell: heharh chriven well ſince he came to the Government ; hee 
clear'd Frieſland,Overy ſell and Groningben, in leflc than 18 months: 
He hath now cominned their G oyernor and Generall by ſa and 
land above 33 years; ke harh the cleRion of Magiſtrars, he-pard- 
ning of MaletaQors, and divers other Prerogatives, yet they ate 
ſhort of the reach of Soverainry , and of the authority of the anci- 
eat Counts of Mollaxd : Though I cannot ſay 'tis a mercenary eme 
ployment, yet he hath a limired allowance , nor hath he any impli- 
cit command when he goes to the field , for either the Coun. 
ſell of War marcherh with him , or els he receives daily dire- 
tions from them 2 moreover the Srares themſelves reſerye the 
power of nominating all Commanders in the Army, which being 
of ſundry Nations deprive hirn of thoſe advantages he might bave 
to make himſelt abſolur, Martiall-Difcipline is no whiere ſo regu- 
lar as amongſt the Stares, no wher are ther lefſes inſolencies com- 
mirred upon the Burger, nor robberies uponthe Countrey Boors,

hen the Army marcherth,not one dares take fo much as an apple 
off a tree, gr a root outof the earth in their paſſage ; and the 
reaſon is, they are, punRually paid their pay , els I believe ahey

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fow or none would ſerye them. They ſpeak of Gixty thouſand they 
have jn _—_ pay by Land and Sea, at home and in the Jy 
dies : T ing of Fraxc? was us'd to maintain a Regiment, by 
lance Hew;y the Greats death the paiment hath been negleRed, The 
mcans they have to mainxain theſe Forces , to pay their Governy, 
ro diſtharge, all other expence, as the preſervacion of their Ditty 
which comes to a vaſt expence yearly, is the ancient revenue ofthe 
Counts of Holand,the impropriat Church living, Impoſts uponall 
Merchandiſe which is greater upon exported than imported goods, 
Exciſe upon all commodirics, as well tor neceſſity as pleaſure,raxes 
uponevery Acre gf ground, which is ſuch , that the whole Coun 
rey rerucns intorheir hands every three years : Add hereunto 
the Art rhey ulc intheir bank by the riſe and fall of money, the 
fiſhing upon our Coaſts,whirher they ſend every Aurumn abovreqgo 
Hulksor Buſes, which in the voiages they make, return aboye 4 
Million in Herings ; moreover their fiſhing for Greenfiſh and Sal. 
mon amounts to ſo much more, and for their Cheeſe and Burr, 
'ris thought they venr as much every year as Lisbon doth ſpices, Thi 
keeps the common Treaſury always tull, thar upon any extranid 
nary ſervice or deflcin ther is ſeldom any new rax upon the people. 
 Traficis their generall profeſlion,being all eicher Merchants = 
riners, and having no land co manure, they furrow rhe Sca for thei 
living ; and this univerſality of trade and their banks of adverts 
tures diſtribures the wealch {o equally, that few amongſt then are 
exceeding rich or exceeding poor : Gentry amongſt them js yery 
thin, and as in all Democracies little reſpe&ed , and comming to 
dwell in Towas th:y ſoon mingle wich the Merchant, and ſo dege- 
nerat : Their ſoyl being all *twixt marſh and medow is fo far in 
paſturage, thar one Cow will give cighe quarts of milk a day, 
that as a Boor told mein four little dorps near Heylamn, 'tis thou 
ther is as much milk milk'd in the year ,. as ther is Rheniſh wine

of the batrell,, were more willing to return home to their wivezsand 
merchandizing, which they are now permitted to do contrary ts 
theic firſt inſtitution, which makes them more worldly, and lefs 
yenturous. This diſgracefull return from Poland ſtuck in Oſman 
ſtomach, and loſtudied a way how to be revengd ot the Zanize 
ries ; therfore by the advice of his grand Y'ifier ( a ſtour gallang 
man who had bin one of the chief Beylerbegs in the Eaſt) he inte 
ded roerett a new Soldiery in Aſia about Damaſco , of the Condd 
a frontier people, and conlequemly hardy and inur'd ro Arms. 
Of thelc he putrpos/\d to entertain 40901. as a lifegard tor his pe» 
fon, though the main deſign was ro ſuppreſs his lazie and luſt

That part of "the world wher Mabomet hath furtheſt expanded 
himſelt is Aſia, which as I ſaid before, exceeds 4fric in greatnes, 
andmuch more in peeple ; he hath firm footing in Perſia, Tartary 
(upon the latter of which the Muſulman empire 1sentayld) in Tar- 
comania it ſelf, and Arabia, tour mighty Kiogdomes ; the laſt of 
theſe was the neſt wher that Cocatrice egge was hatched, which 
hath diffus'd irs poyſon ſo far and near, through the vcines of fo 
many Regions ; All the $outherly coaſts of 4ſia, from the Arabia 
Bay tothe river Indi is infeted therwith, the vaſt Kingdqm of 
Cambaia and Bengula, and about the Southpart of the inhabirants of 
Malabar have drank of this poyſon; infomuch that by no wrong 
computation it may well be ſaid that Mabometiſme bath diſpei {cd 
it ſelt over almoſt one balf of the huge continent of Aſia, belides 
thoſe mulrirudes of Iſles, ſpecially ſeven, Moldivia, and Cey!an, the 
ſea coaſts of Sumatra, Jas, Sunda, the ports of Banda , Borneo, 
with divers other wherot ther are many thouſands abour Aſa, who 
have entertaind the Alcoran : In Europe the Mahometanes poſſeſs all 
the Region twixt Dox and Meper, calPd of uld Tanazs, and Boriſhe- 
xs, being abourrthe ewentierh part of Europe, the King of Poland 
diſpence 1 with ſom of them in Litzavia + Touching Greece, Mace- 
don, Thracia, Bulgaria, Sirvia, Boſnia, Epire, the greateſt part of 
Hungary and Dalmatia, although they be wholy under Turks 0- 
dedience, yer Mahometans ſcarce make the third part ofthe Inhabi- 
rants, In fic chis contagion is further ſpread , It hath intoxi- 
cated all the ſhore of Ethiopia as far as Moſumbic, which lyeth op- 
polire to the midſt of Madagaſcar 3 *Tis worſe with the firm Land 
of Afric on the North and Weſt parts, For from the Mediterranc- 
20 Sea to the great River Niper, and along the banks of Nile all 
Egypt and Barbary, with Lybia and the Negyo's Country, arctainecd 
and rand with this black Religion, Fx. 

The vaſt propagarion of this unhappy Se& may be aſcribed firſt 
to the $word, for the conſcience commonly is apt ts follow the Con- 
quere! ; Then to the looſe reines it gives ro all ſenſuall liberty, 
ast0 have cight wives and as many concubines as one can main- 
tain, with the aſſurance of Yencrean _ in a tar higher degree 
toſycceed after death to the religious obſervers of ir, as the fruiti- 
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on of Hegntifull damſells, with large rowling e yes, whoſe virgini 
ſhall renew after every a, their youth ſhall laſt alwaies wi 
their luſt, and love ſhall be ſatiared with onely one, where it 
ſhall remain inalienable, They concur with the Chriſtian but ons 
ly in the acknowledgment of one God, and in bis attriberes; 
Withthe Zew they ſymbolize in many things more, as in circum- 
cifion, in retraining from ſwines fc{h, in deteſtacion of images, 
and lomwhar in the quality ot furure happines, which, as was ſaid 
before, they place in J/cnerean pleaſurr, as the Jew doth in feaſting 
and banquetings , ſo that neither of their lawes have puniſhmence- 
nough to deter mankind from wickednes and vice, nor do they pro. 
miſe adzquar rewards for vertue and piety ; for in the whole Al. 
coran, and through all the writings of Moſes ther's nor a word of 
Angelicall joyes and eterniry : And herein Chriſtianity far ex. 
cels both theſe Religions, for ſhe placerh furure bappines in ſiri- 
tnall, eviylaſling and unconceivable bliſs, abſtrated from the ta 
ding and fainr groſſenes of ſenſe ; The Jew and Turk alſo agree 
mn their opinion of women, whom they bold ro be of an interiour 
creation to man, which makas the one to exclude them from his 
Moſcoes, and the other from his Synagogues, 

Thus far have I rambled through the vaſt Ottoman Empire, and 
taken a curſary ſurvey of Mahomets Religion ; In my next 1 
ſhall cak che beſt view I can of Pagans azd 1dolaters, with thole 
who go for Atheiſts ; And in this particular , this carth may be 
ſaid to be worſe then Hell it ſelf, and rhe Kingdom of the De- 
vill, in regard there are no Atheiſts there, for the very damned 
ſoules find and feel in the midſt of their rortures that ther 
isa God by his juſtice and puniſhments; nay the Prince of dark. 
nes himſelf and all che cacadzmons by an hiftoricall taith beleeve 
ther is a God; wherunto the Poer alludes very divinely;

SIR, 

Having in my three former letters waſhed my hands of the 

Mahometan and the Few, and attended Chriſtianity up and 
down the earth, I com now ro the Pagans Idolater, or Heathen, who 
(themore ro be lamented) make the greateſt part of mankind ; 
Europe her ſelf, though the beames ot the croſs have ſhin'd upon 
fer chove theſe 6xreen ages, is nor free of them; for they poſleſs 
to this day Lappia, Corelia, Biarmia, Scrifinnia, and the north parrs 
of Finmark , there arc alſo fom ſhreds of them ro be found in 
divers places of Lutuania, and Somogitia which make a region nine 
hundred miles in compas, 

Bur in AfFic their number is incredible, for from cape Blanc the 
moſt weſterly Point of Affic all ſourhward ro the Cape cf good 
Hope, and thence turning by the back of 4ffic ro the Cape of Mo- 
zanbric , all cheſe coaſts being abourthe one half of the circumfe- 
rence of Affic is peepled by Idolaters , though in ſom places inter- 
mixt with Aſabomctans and Chriſtians, as in the Kingdom of Congs 
and Angola ; Bur if we ſurvey the inland territories ot Affic be- 
tween the river of Nile, and the welt (ca of Erhiopia, evenall that 
Countrey from about the north paralell of ren degrees, to the 
louth paralell of fix degrees, all is held by 1dolaters, belides, the 
Kingdom of Borno , and a great part of Nyubia and Lybia, continue 
Rill in their old Paganiſme, ſo that by this account above one half 
ofthat immence continent of Affic is peepled by Idolaters. Burin 
Aja, which is far more ſpatious and more populous then Affic, 
Pagans, Idolaters, and Gentiles, ſwarm in greater numbers, for from 
the River Pechora Eaſtward to the Ocean, and thence Sourhward 
tothe Cape of Cincapura, and from that point returning Weſtward 
by the South coaſts to the our-lets of the River Tzdus , all that ma- 
ritine rra& which makes a good deal more then half the circumfe. 
rence of Afea is inhabiced by 1dolaters; fo are the inland parts? 
Ther are two mighty mouncaines that travetſe all 4fia , Taurus 
®d Imaxs, the firſt runs from Weſt ro Eaſt, the other from North 
© South, and f; quarter and cur that huge ma{s of earth into c- 
quall parts, this fide tholg mountaines mſi of the peeple are Ma- 
; Wag bomelans, 
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bometans,burt tother fide,they are all Idolaters: And as on the firm 
continent Pageniſme thus reigns, ſo in many thouſand 1flands that | ; 
alyc ſquandredin the vaſt Ocean, on the Eaſt and South caſt of 4- 
, Idelatry oreſpreads all, except in ſome few Iſlands that are 
polleſs'd by Spaniards and Arabs. | 
Laſtly if one take a ſuryeyof America ( as none hath done yer 
exadly) which is eſtimated to be as big as all rhe old earth, 7dslg. 
teys cher polſeſle four parrs of fire ; "Tis rruc ſom years after the firſt 
Navigntion thirher, they were converted daily ip great multirudes, 
but afterwards obſerving the licentious lives of the Chriſtiang, 
their greedines for gold, and their cruelty, rhey came nor in 
faſt : which made an Indian anſwer a Spaniſh Fryer who was dif. 
courfing with him of the joyes of Heaven, and how all Spaniard 
wene thicher after this life, Then ſaid the Pagan, I do not deſire ty 
e9 thither if Spaniards be there, I bad rather go to Hell to be free of their 
Company : America differs fromthe reſt of the earth in this, rhar ſhe 
bath neither Few nor Mabometax in her , but Chyiflians and Gex- 
tiles on'y 3; Ther are beſides all thoſe Religions and peeple before 
mentioned, an irregular confus'd natioa in Europe call*d the Mor 
duits ; which occupy the middle confines berwixt the Tartars and 
the Ruſſe, that are mingled in Rites of Religion with all chaſerhar 
have been fore-ſpoken ; for trom the privy members upward of 
are Cbriſtians in regard they admit of Baptiſme , fram the Nave 
downward they are Mahometans or Fews for they are circumcis'd, 
and beſides rhey are given to the adoration of heatheniſhi Idolls : 
In 4farher are the Cards which inhabit the mountanous Country 
abour Mozall, berween Armenia and Meſopetamia , and the Druci it 
Syria who are demi Mahometans, and Chriſtians. 
Now concerning Pagans and heatheniſh Idolaters wherot the: 
are innumerable ſorts up and down the ſurface of rhe earth, inwy 
opinion thoſe are the excuſableſt kind who adore the Sun and Mon 
with the Hoſt of Heaven,afd in Ireland,the kerns ot the mountains, 
with ſome of the Scotch Ifles, uſe a faſhian of adoring the nev 
Moon to this very day,praying ſhe would leave them in as good bra'th 
as ſhe found them, this is not ſo grols an Idolatry as that of other 
Heathiens; for the adoration of thoſe gloriaus Celeſtiall bodies 
more excuſable than that of Garlick, and Onions with the Egyptian, 
whol think (with the Sicyomian) was the ancienteſt Idolater upon 
earth which he makes thrice older than we do, for Diodoyus Siculs 
reports that the Egyptian had a R-ligion and Kings, eighteen rev 
ſand yeers fince 2 yet for matrer of Philoſophy and Science, he had 
« from the Chaldean, He from the Gymnotophiſts and Brachmens 
I 
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India, which Countrey as ſhe js the next neighbor re the riſing Suns 
in reference to this fide of the Hemiſphear, 1o the beams of learn - 
ing did firſt enlighten her : Zgype was the Nurſe of that famous 
Bermes Triſmagiſtus, who having no other ſcale bur chat of naturall 
reaſon, mounted very high rowards heaven, for he hath many very 
divine ſayings,wherot I think ic nor impertinentto inſert here a few, 
ficlt he ſaith, that all bumane fins are veniall with the Gods, impiety 
exctpted, 2, Thar g*odnes belongs to the Gods, piery ro men, 
revenge and wickednes to the devills, 3. Tharthe word is lucens 
Dei f{ius, the bright Son of God,chc. 

$rom Egypt Theoricall knowledg came down the Nile and lan. 
deg ar ſom of the Greth INands, wher *cwixt the 33, 34, and the 
35 Century ot yeers afrer the Creation, there flourifhed all 
thoſe renowned Philoſophers that ſway now in our Schools ; Plato 
few higheſt in divine notions , for ſom call him another Moſes 
Jpeating athcnian ; In one of his Letters ro a friend of his, he wrires 

s, When I ſeriouſly ſalute thee , 1 brgin my Letter with one God, 
when otherwiſe with maxy, his Scholar Ariſtotle commended him- 
ſelf at his death to the Bring of Beings ; and Socrates may be ſaid 
tw be a Martyr for the firſt Perſon of the Trinity : theſe grear Se- 
cretaries of Nature by Rudying the vaſt Volume of the World 
came by main ſtrength of reaſon to the knowledg ot one Deity or 
primus motor , and of his attributes ; they found by undenyable 
conſequences that he was ixfinite, eternall, ubiquitary, omnipotent, and 
nt capable of a definition ; which made the Philoſopher, being come 
manded by his King to define God , to ask the reſpite of a day w 
medirat theron, then two, then four, at laſt he ingeniouſly confeſ- 
ſed that the more he thoughrro dive into this myſtery, the more tg 
was ingulph'd ia the ſpeculation of it + for the quiddity and effence 
of the incomprehenſible Creator, cannot imprint any forwall con= 
ccption upon the tinice intelle@ of the Creature , to this I might 
refer the Altar which Saint Paul found among the Greeks, with this 
laſcription, -w «5» giv, To the unknown God. 

From the Greck Ies, Philoſophy came to Italy , thence to this 
Weſtern world among the D;ydes, whereot thoſe of this Iſle were 
moſt celebrous, for wee read that the Gaznls { now the French) 
came t2 Bricannyin great numbers te be inftru&ed by them. The 
Romans wer mighty great Zelots in their Idolatry , and their beſt 
Authors affirm, thatthey extended their Monarct y fo far and neer, 
by a particular reverencethey had of cheir Gods,/ which the Spaxi- 
ad (cems now to unjcate) though rhoſe Gods of theirs wer made of 
men, and af good feilows ar firſt , beſides in the courte of their 

i | | conqueſt, 
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conqueſt, they adopted any ſtrange Gods ro the ſociety of theirs, 
and brought them ſolemnly ro Rome , and the reaſon as one ſaith 
was, that they believed the more Gods they bad the ſafer they were, a 
_ being not ſufficient to conſerve and prote(t ſo | ay an Empire : 

xe Roman Gentiles had their Alrars and Sacrifices , their Arch« 
f2mins, and veſtall Nuns ; And it ſeems the ſame genius reigns 
ill in chem , for in the Primirive Church, that which the Pagans 
miſliked moſt ia Chriſtianity was,that ir had not the face ind frm 
of a religian,in regard it bad no Oblarioas Alrars & Images,which 
may be a good reaſon why the Sacrifices of the Maſs and other 
Ceremomies wer firſt inſtitured © allure the Gentiles ro Chriſtia- 
nity, Bur co return a little further ro our former ſubjeR in the 
condition that man-kind ſtands now, it the Globe})ot the earth 
wer divided to thirty parts, tis thought rhar Idolaters ( with hor. 
ror I ſpeak it baving as I ſaid before, the one half of Af and 4 
Fic, both for the inland Country and Maritim Coaſts with four parts 
of five ia America inhabit twenty parts of thoſe Regions rhar are 
already found out upon earth, beſides in the opinion of the know. 
ingſt and moſt inquiſitive Mathemaritions, ther is towards the ſou- 
tbern clime as much land yet undiſcovered as may equal in dimen- 
fion the late new world, in regard, as they hold ther muſt be of 
necellity ſuch a portion of earth to balance the Centre on all ſides, 
and tis more than probable, that the [nhabitants there muſt be Pa- 
gans. Ot all kindof Idolarers thoſe are the korrideſt, who adore 
the Devill whom they call Taxtara, who appears often unto rhem 
ſpecially in a Haraucane though he be nor viſible to others ; In 
for places they worſhip both God and the Devill , the one, that 
be may dothem good, other, that they may do them no hurt ; 
the firſt they call tantwm, the other ſquantam, *Twere preſumprion 
beyond that of Lucifers or Adam's for manto cenſure rac juftice of 
the Creator in this particular, why hee makes daily ſuch innume- 
rable veſſclls of diſhonor ; Ir is a wiſer and ſafer courſe far ro fit 
down in an humble admiration and cry out , oh the profound in- 
{crutable judgments of God! his ways are paſt Gnding our, and 
fo ro acknowlege with the divine Philoſopher , Lusd oculus veſper- 
silionis ad ſolem, idem eft onmis intellefFus humanus ad Deum , what 
the Eye of a Bar is tothe Sun, the ſame is all human uaderſtan» 
ding to God-wards. 

Now to draw to a Conelufion, touching the reſpe&ive largnes 
of Chriſtianity and Mabometiſme upon the earth, I find the firſt ro 
excced, raking the new world wich the old, conſidering the ſpa- 
cious Plantations of the Spaniard in America , the Colonies the 
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lſþ have there in Virginia , New-England and Charibbi Iſlands ; 
with thoſe of the French 1a Canada, and of the Hollander in Eaſt 
India: nordo 1 find that ther is any region purely Mabometaw 
withour intermixrures, as Cbriſtianity hath many ; which makes me 
tobe of a differing opinion to that Gentleman , who held thar 
Chrifianity added little to the general religion of man-kind, 

Now touching the latitude ot Chriſtian faich, in reference to 
the differing Profeſlors therof, as in my former I ſhewd that the 
Faſtern Churches were more ſpacious than the Latin or Roman(cx- 
cepting the two Indies ) ſo they who have fallen off trom her 
in the Weſtern parts are not fo far inferior to her in Exrope as 
ſom would make one belecve ; which will appear it we caſt them 
in counterbalance. 

Among Roman —_ is the Emperor, and in him the 
King of Hungavy, the three Kings of Spain, - nn, and Polaxd ; alt 
11d, the Dukes of Savoy, Bavaria, and Lorain, the three ſpirituall 
Electors with ſom few more ; Touching them who have renounc'd 
all obedience to Rome, ther are the three Kings of great Britain, Dew» 
noh and Swethland, the Duke of Saxoz, Holſtein, and Wittemberg : 
the Marquis of Brandenburg, and Baden, the Landgrave of Heſſe > 
wolt of rhe Hanfiatic I owns which are 88 in number, ſom wherof 
aecquall ro Republiques, the (almoſt) ſeven Provinces the Hol- 
laxder hath, The five Cantons of Swiſs and Geneva, They of France 
who are reputed the fift parr of the Kingdom ; the Prince of Trax- 
ſlvania, They of Hungary, andof the large Kingdom of Bobemia, 
ofthe Marchiſazs of Lu/atia, Moravia, and the Dukedom of Sile- 
fa; Asalfo they of the huge Kingdom of Poland, wherin Prote- 
ſtancs are diffus'd through All quarters in great numbers, having 
in every Province their publick Churches and Congregations or.

he Biſcayner in Spain, the /Velſh in great Britain, and the Moun.. 
wnecrs in Epire ſerve the turn, who yet retain their ancient ua- 
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mixr mother rongues, bring extingaiſh'd in all the Countrey be- 
es, 

Touching Fraxce it is not only doubtfall, bur lefr yer undeci- 
ded what the true genuine Gallic rongue was, ſom would have it 
to be che German, ſom the Greef, forms the old Britiſh or welſh, 
and the laſt opinion carrieth away with ic the moſt judicious An. 
tiquaries ; Now all Gal/ia is not meant by ir, but the Countrey 
of rhe Celte that inhabit the middle part of France, who are the 
true Gaules; Ceſar and Tacitxs tell us that theſe Celre, and the 
old Britains (wherof 1 gave a touch in my firſt letter ) did mutually 
underſtand one another, and ſom do hold that this Ifland was tied 
to Frauce, as Sycily was to Calabria, and Denmark to Germany by

duſtrious reſearches and inveſtigations after cruch, He lift the well 
to the diſputations of men as the wifeſt of men ſaith, who in acquik.

dern times the moſt ſpeculative and ſcientificall'ſt men , berh in 
Germany and Italyſeem to adhere to it; ſubinnuating thar nor only: + 
the ſphear of the Moon is peepled with Selenites or Lunary men, 
bur that likewiſe evry Star in Heaven is a peculiar world of it 
ſelf, which is Coloniz'd and replenifh'd with Aftrean Inhabiranrs, 
asthe Earth, Sca and Air are with Elementary, The body of the 
Sun ner excepted , who hath alſo his Soar Creatures, and they are 
accounted the moſt ſublime , the moſt pure and prr'eReſt ot all z 
The Elementary Creatures are held the grofſeſt ot all, having more 
matter than form in them ; The Solar have more form than marrer, 
the Selenites with other Aſtrxan Inhabirants are of amix'd na- 
ture, ard the nearer they approach the body of rhe Sun, the more 
pure and fpirituall they are : Were ir fo, ther were ſom grounds 
tor his ſpeculation who thought that humane ſouls be they never ſo 
pious and pure alcend not immediarly after their diſſolution from 
the corrupt Maſs of fleſh before the glorious preſence of God pre- 
ſencly to behold the Beatifical! Yifien, bur firſt intorhe body of the 
Moon,or ſom other Star according to their degrees of goodnes,and 
atuar ſom Bodies there,ot a purer compoſition ; when they are re- 
find there they aſcend to ſom higher Star,and > ro ſom higher chan 
thar, till ar laſt by theſe degrees they be mede capable to behold the 
luſtre of thar glorious Majeſty in whoſe fight no impurity can 
ſtand ; This is illuſtrated by a compariſon, thar it one after hee 
hath been kept cloſe in a dark Dungeon a long time, ſhould 
de raken our, and brought ſuddenly to look upon the Sun. in the 
Miridian, ir would endanger kim to be ſtruck ſtark blind ; fo, ro 
humane ſoul ſuddenly fallying our of a dirty priſen as the body is, 
would be poflibly able ro appear before the incomprehen(lible Ma- 
{ity of God, or be ſuſceptible of the brighrnes of his all-glorious

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countenance, unleſs he be firred therunto before hand by certain 

degrees, which might be don by paſſing from one ſtar to another,

Among our Modern Authors that would furbiſh this old opt 
nion of lunary creatures, and plant colonies in the orb of ths 
Moon with the reſt of the celeſtiall bodics, Gafper Galiles Galilein 
one , who by artificiall proſpeQives hath brought us to a neerer 
commerce with Heaven, by drawing ir ſixteen times nearer the
